Enclosed please find your deed for Village Cemetery Plot  ____.  Your plot is subject to 

the rules and regulations now in force, or which may, hereafter, be adopted.  

 

Three items of Importance shall be included in the deed: 

 

As noted in Marlow’s Cemetery Rules and Regulations Article 17, “an unused plot that is 

no longer needed or wanted by the owner or heirs may not be sold privately, but must be 

sold back to the Town.  

 

The new deed will include information on plot ownership and the right of others to be 

buried in your plot. 

 

RSA 289:18 

In essence: Whenever a burial plot in any cemetery has remained unused and unimproved 

for a period of 50 years the cemetery trustees may institute proceedings ( proper 

notification) for the termination and forfeiture of the rights and interests of the owner.  

This statute will appear in its entirety in your new deed. As of 2013 this appears as 

Article #18.  

 

In order to facilitate burials, the Cemetery trustees will need to identify the location of 

any burials in a plot by marking the location on an interment order which will be given 

to you, or your next-of-kin, to sign at that time.  The Sexton, Tony Davis, can be
